Hinke it no wonderful caſe beloued,toſee the church of 
England fo out of orderat t}.is day,as ourconfufjionsare' 
F, altogether more in number,then the ha res of ovrhead. 
Wh For thoſe that will needes bee our Paſtors andpirituall 
fathers, are become beaſtes as rhe Propherlerem. ſaith, 
and Faucnot ſoughtthe Lord. And therfore what mar- 
; -uellis it, though wethe poore ſheepe bee miſcrablic di- 
ſperſed not knowing whether to turne vs for any ſuccour, Ourguides haue 
not onely miſled vs, but they are become wolues in ſtead of ſhepheards , So 
that we dare not ſhew our ſelues,for teare of theirreeth,to ſeke any paſture 
but the bare feeding which they have laid before vs. Andit we ſhuld open 
our mouths, roſue torthe true ſhepheards and ouerſeers indeed ynto whoſe 
dire&ion,we ought to be conimitted: T he rage of theſe wolves is ſuch(thou 
ſeeſt) as this endeuor would almoſt be the price of ourlite. Forif this requeſt 
were once granted, they ful wel perceiue,that they ſhould not haue ſo much 
as a place of a doorckeeper within the ſheepefold of the Lord, And there- 
fore.they every way labour,to keepe vs in bondage. They hidetherruth,6& 
will nor ſuffer others ro ſee the ſame. If the Lord in mercy,doe open the eres 
of any man,hee muſt nor for his life, make it known that he hath ſeene the 
light,much lefle,alke inthe ſame,and wiſh others to follow him. - * 
They ſeeme at this day, to haue greaterliberty,to wound the church, then 
anythey had fince the beginning of her Majeſties raign,and therfore ought 
the godly to enarme themſelues againſt them, now morethen before, They 
make vſe ofthe time, and the oportunity which they haue gotten, to ke 
the truth and the church in their bondage. V Vonder not atit:for this js the 
very houre and paeree of darkenes, wherein they have liberty to do no more 
Rene the right hand of our Gad hath determined Jong before-'and when 
e hath accompliſhed his work,in mount Sion and lerutalem,thenlet rbem, 
and whoſoever favour any of the ofspring of Rowiſh Babell their morher, 
take heed vnto themſelues. In the beginning of herMajeſties raign, was the 
mouth of god; ſaints in England, filled with laughter, bur a'afſe theſe men 
labourto blot out all that 10y with the teares, if not withthe blond of the 
church, And in the meanetime, her Majeſty wee are aſſured, i« ignorant of 
the right caſe of the w-urthering conclutions, ſet vp againſt vsby theſe Ty- 
rants. Oh that it pleaſed the Lorde, that our courſe mrght bee examined by 
herhighnes,and that ſhe would not ſuffer both ovr judges and our accuſers, 
to condemne vs for thoſe thinges, whereof they ſhall neuer bee ableto con- 
uince vs with any colour. If we muſt needs be perſecuted, yea,and die (for 
ſee that the Prelates , and their complices meane no otherwiſe to be ſarisfi- 
ed,then with the blotring out of our names from among men) would to 
God yet, wee might die by her hand. that is, beeing conuiRted by her godlie 
lawes,to deſerne that which we arelike to ſuffer For otherwiſe,l perſwade 
| ty (elfe,we ſhould not be indamaged hy herMajeſty.exceptwe were fouud 
to bee gilty of puniſhment, by the voyce of her good Yawes \, *Fhe enerriet 
have long ſince endeuoured, to proove ys to be dangerous ſubiets:and yet

rothis day,we are ready to defie them vnto their faces,and to maintaine our 

innocency þorh by the law of God,and the laws of this kingdome. Againſt 

which, Tertullus,the greateſt Atheiſt, & cunningelt lawier of all their crew 

was neucr able to prooue,that we haue any waies offended How violently 

they wreft the lawes againſt vs, their ſoules (which I wiſh not) hall andir, 

The courfe which they hauecaken to conture vs by writing,hath beeneſa 

ainles vnto them thatwe neuer ſavy their third anſiver in the cauſe, They 

ue indeed,like men being driuen vnto a hole, ſometimes made an irrupti- 

_ on ypon vs, as they do daily in their Sermons, bur when it coms to paſſe, that 

' they muſteither ſtand vnro their cauſe,or tuffer the ouerthrow,wee ſee nor 

one of them, that wil abide the third encounter. Ard yet they ceaſe not,dai- 

ly,to diſcouer themſelues,although they bring no other furniture with them 

/ thenthat which bath bene battered and made ynſeruiceable long ſince. Ms 

Bancroft hath beene one ot the laſt aduerſaries that vvee haue (eene, and yer 

hath he furniſhed himſelte with no new artillery, but onely was content to 

borrow thoſe,wherewich the Archbiſhop loſt the field. For he hath nothing 

in a maner againſt ys in his whole Sermon, but ſuch thinges as haue bin an- 

ſwered long ago by M. Cartwright, yea, his flaunders, and all for the moſt 
part (though he bee skiltull chart way himſelfe) he hath borrowed either of 

D. VVhitgift,or of Do@or Cofins,in his anſwere to the Abſtract, & there= 

fore haue bene a'ready contuted . In confideration whereof, I had thought 

him not worth the anſwering, were it not that I did ſee,the Lord to require 

at our handes,thejuſtifiyng of histruth , as often asthe (ame is called inro 

queſtion,or any waies vaworthily handled. 

There haue bene orhers I ſuppoſe, that haue taken more paines with this 

q inueRtiue Sermon of his, [ haue theretorc left place vnto them , whoſocuer 
they are,to publiſh that wherein they haue more fully and more largely di(- 

couered,the cuill and ynreaſonable dealing of the Chaplaine.IT have exami- 

ned few or none of the teſtimonies of gnen brought in by him, the aduanta- 

g*s which thatway might be had againſt him,l haue not taken, both becauſe 

I (aw it not very material,that be ſhou!d be conuinced,to abuſe the writings 

of men,who is not aſhamed to offt:riniurie vnto the holy (criptures of God, 

and alſo for as much, as it may be, others will indite him for that falſe dea- 

ling of nis. [f his cauſ# be good, & he able tro defend ir with truth & vpright 

dealtng,l hauc ſhewed him the way to atchieue his purpoſe: And that 15,nei- 

therto father vpon vs ſuch thinges as we neuer maintained, nor yet to bring 

the reſtimonies of men ro oppugn our concluſions, whoſe grounds he is not 

able to ſhake: burto ſet downe that which we holde indeed, and with rea= 

; ſons ratherto anſwere our premiſes, then with authorities to ſtrike ar our 
| | conclulions. The contrary dealing, may colour and whiteline the breaches 
Ss: of his cauſe fora time, bur in the end,it will prooue to be the ruine thereof, 
Vnconſcionable and ſophiſtical dealing,can neuer be able to ſtand any long 

time. He and kis Maſters, would gladly beare the Magiſtratin haod,that we
